Think back to what Bradford West 
Gwillimbury looked like in 2002. The 
urban portion of the town ended at 
the then newly-opened West Park Tim 
Hortons. No leisure centre nor new 
library. No Zehrs, nor Walmart. In fact, 
no new businesses. 

But that was the year the town's 
Official Plan was last crafted. The town 
that’s sprung up in that time has been 
done so under the auspices of a plan¬ 
ning document that is now tremen¬ 
dously out of date. 

There have seemingly been as many 
attempts to overhaul the document in that 
time frame as theie have been changes to 
both provincial planning guidelines and 
amendments to the 2002 plan. Town staff 
and council are determined to get this 
done now, and have a new Official Plan 
on the books by M 2017. 

“The town has changed and grown 
and as planners we need to set the 
tone and the road map for long-term 
development,” said Ryan Windle, man¬ 
ager of community planning. “You 
don’t want to reactionary; you want to 
be proactive.” 

The town planners aren’t interested 
in merely dictating planning princi¬ 
ples upon the municipality. Staff and 
council are calling on the public to 
play a strong role in the process, par¬ 
ticularly during the initial phase of the 
drafting the Official Plan. 

Phase one deals with the first four 
amendments to the new Official Plan, 
dealing with the four main issues high¬ 
lighted by staff. They include employ¬ 
ment lands review (including requests 
for conversion to other uses), growth 
and population distribution (where 
and what kind of residential develop¬ 
ment is best for the town), downtown 
Bradford revitalization and seniors 


housing options. 

Throughout the next two months, 
residents will have the chance to give 
town staff their thoughts on those 
issues, as amendments are drafted for 
council approval later in the fall. 

It’s through those consultations that 
staff seek to balance good planning 
practices and the desires of the pop¬ 
ulation. Those forces can conflict as 
often as they align. 

“The public engagement part of a 
project like this is extremely impor¬ 
tant,” Windle said. “You might have 
a residential developer that’s inter¬ 
ested in a certain product they want to 
provide (and) you’ve got citizens that 
don't necessarily want or are ready for, 
say, high-rise apartment buildings. It 
is a balance. It’s hearing your constitu¬ 
ents, it’s hearing the public, it’s doing 
the background research to deter¬ 
mined what constraints we have, what 
strengths we have and trying to really 
find the balance. 

“It’s not easy,” he continued. “We are 
not here to respond to only one seg¬ 
ment or one developer or one property 
owner or certain members of the pub¬ 
lic. We are here to listen to them all... 
and provide our council with a docu¬ 
ment that provides them guidance on 
the entire development of the town." 

The easiest way people can get 
involved is showing off just what they 
love about Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury. The team behind the Official 
Plan review has launched a campaign 
using small pieces of paper with hearts 
cut out of the centre. 

People are encouraged to go around 
town and hold the hallowed-out heart 
in front of something they love in 
the community, snapping a picture. 
Then, either e-mail the photo to plan- 
bwg@townofbwg.com, or tweet it to @ 
PlanBWG. The pictures collected will 
become part of a photo project staff 


are undertaking as part of the Official 
Plan review. 

The hearts are available at the 
library and all town offices. 

While stakeholder meetings on the 
four issues have already taken place, 
the Official Plan process will officially 
launch with a special meeting of coun¬ 
cil Sept. 6. Two separate public open 
houses will be held for information 
Sept. 13 in the Zima Room at the Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury Public Library 
and Cultural Centre from 4 p.m. to 6 
p.m. and 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. 

A public meeting will be held Oct. 
4 at 7 p.m. during the regular meeting 
of council. That will be another prime 
opportunity for people to officially 


offer suggestions and opinion on the 
four main issues. 

The initial public consultation will 
form the documents put in front of 
council later in the fall, however the 
Official Plan process is far from over. 
Background research on a policy direc¬ 
tions report will begin this fail, which 
includes a community workshop and 
report to council by year’s end. 

Once that report is complete, work 
on preparing the new Official Plan to 
replace the 2002 document begins. 
Consultation is planned for the spring, 
with possible adoption by fall 2017.

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Pushing for the 400-404 Link

The Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury contin¬ 
ues to push the province to 
move forward with the High¬ 
way 400-404 link, also known 
as the Bradford Bypass - 
petitioning the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Hous¬ 
ing to enshrine the identified 
route of the Link as a "Future 


Transportation Corridor" 
within the Growth Plan for 
the Greater Golden Horse- 

“I think it’s important 
that the province acknowl¬ 
edges that the 400-404 Link 
is needed,” said Councillor 
Mark Contois. 

“I really hope they take a 
look at this,” agreed Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Ferragine. “Our 
town is so congested, I 


hope they take a look at this 
now, and not in the future.” 
Mayor Rob Keffer said that 
York Region and South Sim- 
coe Mayors continue to meet, 
"to plan the next steps,” and 
the importance of the Link 
for economic development. 
"We’ll be the crossroads of 
Central Ontario, if this Link 
goes through.” 

Councillors suggested cir¬ 
culating the petition to other 
municipalities, asking for 
their support. 

"This is a must,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Dykie Jr., noting 
that once the Sleeping Lion 
Subdivision is built in Innis- 
fil, congestion on BWG roads 
will increase. “We need it. 
The sooner they move up 
this schedule....” 

The issue was also raised 
in a special meeting of coun¬ 
cil, Aug. 9, that presented 
an update of the Holland St. 
Reconstruction project. The 


project proposes a make¬ 
over of Holland St. - reduc¬ 
ing the number of lanes from 
four to two, and creating 
broader sidewalks, boule¬ 
vards and landscaped areas. 
Concerns were raised over 
the issue of traffic conges¬ 
tion, especially since Hol- 
land-Bridge St. provides the 
only direct link between Sim- 
coe County and York Region, 
and between northern York 
Region and the Hwy. 400. 

Council brought its request 
to the AMO (Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario) 
AGM and conference, Aug. 
14-17 in Windsor, meeting 
with leaders of other munic¬ 
ipalities, and with provincial 
representatives. 

Deputy Mayor James 
Leduc raised the question 
in the opening session, with 
Premier Kathleen Wynn - and 
while the Ministers “just lis¬ 
tened,” every MPP heard the

comments on the need for 
the 400-404 Link, Keffer said. 
“We still have some more 
work to do. We’ll keep at it.” 
Back in Bradford, Deputy 
Mayor Leduc suggested, 
"The buzz is out there. Peo¬ 
ple are just wanting that 400- 
404 Link.” He encouraged 
residents to contact the Prov¬ 
ince, and “tell the govern¬ 
ment that you want the 400- 
404 Link.” 

The 16.2 km. proposed 
controlled access high¬ 
way would connect Hwy. 
404 and Hwy. 400, running 
east-west north of the 8th 
Line BWG - and taking the 
pressure off Holland St. An 
Environmental Assessment 
for the project was com¬ 
pleted in 2002 - before the 
province put it on a back 

Mayor Keffer also called on 
residents to use social media 
to support construction of 


the Link. “A public awareness 
campaign will be launched. 
Hopefully the County will be 
involved in that campaign,” 
he said - suggesting that 
the municipality might also 
launch a “government rela¬ 
tions effort,” and hire a con¬ 
sultant “to push our message 
forward.” 

“Hopefully Council will be 
in favour of this,” Keffer said. 
“The Environmental Assess¬ 
ment has been done. We do 
want to build this road prop¬ 
erly and environmentally 
sustainably. It is necessary 
for the economic prosperity 
of southern Ontario.” 

It was left to Councillor 
Peter Dykie Jr., in the August 
23 meeting of Council, to 
sum up another key rea¬ 
son for the Link: “It's hard to 
believe how backed up traf¬ 
fic is between Bradford and 
Newmarket, and it's going to 
get worse.”

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Crossing guards 
warranted

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbuiy 
hired a consultant to look at its pedestrian 
crossings, and come up with a “Crossing 
Guard Warrant” that would set standards 
to determine when the town should pro¬ 
vide a crossing guard, and when it should 
say no to residents’ requests. 

The municipality took on responsi¬ 
bility for the crossing guard program 
from South Simcoe Police in 2008, but 
until now has not had a policy in place. 
The Warrant Report was spurred by 
“unprecedented growth” in 2015, that 
saw two new schools open, and major 
renovations at a third. 

Steve Fournier, Sr. Transportation 
Engineer with Ainley & Associates Ltd., 
described a review of 10 crossing loca¬ 
tions, eight of which already have cross¬ 
ing guards, and two of which were pro¬ 
posed. The study included both signal¬ 
ized and unsignalized crossings - and 
looked at everything from posted speed 
limit and number of vehicles per hour, 
to the number of students between the 
ages of 4 and 11 using the crossing, road 
grade and alignment, turning vehicles, 
presence of sidewalks, and the exist¬ 
ence of “gaps” in traffic - the spacing 
and frequency of vehicles that could 
allow pedestrians to cross. 

His conclusion: All of the existing 
locations that have a crossing guard are 


warranted, with the exception of the 
crossing on Holland St. West, between 
Holland Court and Church St. The mid¬ 
block crossing has a pedestrian-acti¬ 
vated signal, and sees few pedestrians 
- none of whom were students. As a 
result, the report recommended mov¬ 
ing the Holland St. crossing guard to a 
new location, at one leg of the intersec¬ 
tion of Langford and Miller Park Ave, 
the only proposed new crossing loca¬ 
tion that met the warrant. 

The report did not recommend a 
crossing guard for the painted cross¬ 
ing on Colborne St. in front of St. Marie 
of the Incarnation School. The low 
number of students using the cross¬ 
ing during the study period, low traffic 
volumes, and frequency of safe gaps in 
traffic led to the conclusion that a cross¬ 
ing guard isn’t necessary. 

Councillor Gary Baynes disagreed, 
calling for more study. He noted that 
the pedestrian counts were carried out 
in June, towards the end of the school 
year - suggesting the numbers may 
have been underestimated. But his 
motion to defer a vote won no support 
from Council. 

"We’ve got school coming back in a 
couple of weeks,” said Deputy Mayor 
James Leduc, suggesting that instead of 
holding up the whole report, Baynes ask 
staff to take a second look at the Col- 
bome crossing. Council approved the 
report and its recommendations.

Homes stay on the Registry 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
supported a recommendation of the 
Heritage Committee, that two century 
homes - at 232 Barrie St. and 3647 Line 
8 - remain on the Heritage Registry, 
despite requests from the owners to be 
removed. The Heritage Registry is a list of 
properties of potential heritage interest 
within the municipality. The committee 
backed up its recommendations with a 
detailed evaluation of each home. 

“I think the Heritage Committee has 
done a good job," said Mayor Rob Keffer, 
especially in following up on requests for 
delisting. “The list is the list, now. By and 
large, they don't see a big reason for a 
house to be taken off the list.” 

Properties listed on the Heritage 
Registry have to provide 60 days notice of 
any intent to demolish - but listing is not

designation, and does not restrict use of 
the property. 

Lightening the industrial tax 
burden 

Mayor Rob Keffer called for a reduction 
in the penalties levied on industrial tax 
arrears in the Town of BWG, to provide 
support for local industries that may be 
facing financial challenges. 

Right now, the penalty stands at a 
whopping 15% per year; Mayor Keffer 
suggesting lowering the penalty to 
4% per year. “I think it would be an 
opportunity to show the industry in our 
town that we do want to support them,” 
the mayor said. 

Several councillors warned that 
lowering the penalty would encourage 
industries to withhold tax payments. 
“Don’t make it too, too lower, or it's an 


incentive not to pay,” said Councillor Gary 
Baynes. He proposed a penally of 6% 

Councillor Gary Lamb called for a 
higher rate. “If you make ittoo cheap, 
they're going to use your money.” He 
suggested that the only reason the 
town has been able to keep its arrears 
low, is because of “the hammer" of high 
penalties. He called for a penalty of 9 
or 10% per year, noting, "It provides 
some incentive, but doesn't provide the 
incentive not to pay." 

Deputy Mayor James Leduc support a 
penalty of 12% per year. “I am not going 
to incentivize them not to pay their taxes.” 

But Mayor Keffer suggested that the 
town already has a "big hammer... People 
have to pay their taxes, or we can take over 
their property.” Council voted to support 
the 6% penalty for industrial arrears.

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Introducing the traditions 
of Henna design 


The problem with a tattoo is 
that it’s permanent 

It fades, it stretches - and if 
you get tired of the design, it’s 
a major operation to change or 
remove it. 

There is another tradition of 
body art, dating back over 6,000 
years, that provides an alterna¬ 
tive to permanent tattoos, and 
allows even more creativity, and 
intricate detail: Henna painting. 

Henna, or Mehndi, is a nat¬ 
ural dye prepared from the 
Henna Tree, and traditionally 
used by women in Arabia, Per¬ 
sia, South Asia and North Africa, 
to dye hair and nails, and deco¬ 
rate the skin, creating intricate 
temporary tattoos. 

Henna painting, traditionally 
associated with prosperity, joy 
and fertility, is a bridal tradition 
in numerous cultures, usually 
applied to hands and feet. The 
henna is reddish-brown in col¬ 
our when first applied, but dark¬ 
ens over time, as the dye mol¬ 
ecules bond with the skin. And 
as the skin exfoliates, the design 
disappears. 

The Designer Henna Shop, 
launched by two sisters to pre¬ 
serve and celebrate the tradi¬ 
tion of Henna Painting, offers 
a combination of modern and 
traditional designs - including 
the use of glitter. Located out of 
Holland Landing, The Designer 
Henna Shop now has a booth 
at the Bradford Farmers’ Mar¬ 
ket, providing information on 
the ancient artform. See www. 
designerhennashop.com or 
drop by the market on Saturday 
mornings, for information or to 
book a Henna Party.

issued a warning against so- 
called “Black Henna” - not actu¬ 
ally from the Henna plant, but 
a form of indigo dye that may 
contain additives, such as para 
phenylenediamine (PPD). PPD 
is known to cause serious health 
problems and allergies, includ¬ 


ing itching and blistering, that 
may cause a life-long sensitiv¬ 
ity to coal tar derivatives. It is 
darker, odorless and generally 
faster drying than natural henna 
- which, as the Designer Henna 
Shop explains, can take 40 to 60 
minutes to dry.

Young 
volunteers can also be 
nominated for recognition 
through the Trust’s Young 
Heritage Leaders program, 
for their efforts to identify, 
preserve, protect and promote 
Ontario’s Heritage.
